Held  in  conjunction  with  the  Kissimmee  Valley  Livestock  Show,  the  rodeo  starts  with  a  colorful  parade  of 
riders,  floats  and  bands.  Professional  cowboys  from  throughout  the  United  States  compete. 

**Chinese  New  Year  Celebration  February  19-27  San  Francisco,  Calif. 

Spectacular  costumes,  floats,  dancers,  bands  and  rickshaws  are  featured  in  a  grand  parade  on  February  26. 
Folk  dancing,  judo  exhibitions  and  art  shows  make  up  the  daylight  events.  Pretty  girls  compete  for  the  title  of 
Miss  Chinatown.
